Times hns interviewed a bloodthirsty Zulu, 
who told tho folio wing ramnrknblo and amus- 
iug Btory : Sorno yours since n missionary 
went to King Cotywayo's kraal with a view 
of converting him nud his people to Chris- 
tianity, lie stayed there a few days nnd tho 
king flgrocd to hear him on tho following 
Sunday. 
Tho Sunday arrived, tho king 


gathered the people together aud also called 
up two of his linoat regiments to hoar whnt 
mossfigo hud boon brought to him from the 
white men. Tho missionary, being told that 
they wore ready to listen to him, roeo nnd 
delivered on elegant but short sermon, in 
which he sot forth tho beauties of heaven 
as 
compared 
with 
tho 
torment 
of 


the 
dark 
regions. 
Ho 
told 
thorn 


that if they lived a good life, did not steal, 
always spoke tho truth, and abovo nil, kept 
only one wife, tboy would after death go 
to tho happy hunting grounds, where they 
would never miss their game, where they 
would never die, but bo forever aud over 
far happier than they were ever in their 
happiest moments down hero : whoroos, on 
the other hnnd, if tboy lived a 'bad life nnd 
did what ho had just told them they 
ought not to do, they would bo cast into 
a tremendous fire, so largo that it would 
scorch np tho whole of tho Zulu nation, 
though they were as numerous ns lo- 
custs, in a 
few moments. Tho 
chief 


and pooplo paid groat attention to nil the 
missionary aaid and when he bad finished 
tho king asked him to dine with him. 
Ho 


accepted tho invitation, but during tho din- 
ner noticed tho people running about in nil 
directions collecting wood, which they were 
piling up in one spot. Tho missionery be- 
gan to feel queer ; ho thought it looked 
ominous ; nnd tbo Zulu who told tho atory 
Enid be noticed ho did not oat any more, 
but continued to take very Inrgo draughts 
of milk; as if to cool himself. At length 
tho dinner was over; hut, before rising, 
the king turned sharply round to tho now 
nfrighted missionary, and said, "whnt was 
that you snid this morning about putting the 
Zulu people in a gre^t fire aftor they wore 
dead ? Gome this way and I will show you 
whnt tho Zulus are ; you don'tknow thorn, I 
can see.1' He took him to tho pilo of wood, 
whiob had by this time reached tremendous 
proportions—ns big ns n Bay store, tho Zulu 
said—and had it set fire to all nround. 
When It wns properly i;i a blaze, nnd gavo 
out so much boat that no ono could oomo 
near it, tho king summoned tho two regi- 
ments who hnd listened to tho sermon nncl 
ordorod them to charge into the burning pilo 
and extinguish it. Naked na they wore, with- 
out shoes or any covering nt all, thoy rusuod 
into the burning mass like madniou, raving 
and yelling, nnd did Dot ntop till hardly n 
vestige of the firo remained. Tho king then 
snid to the missionary, "You havo soon that. 
That is whnt wo will do with your hell. The 
Zulu won't play with your firon, nnd yon 
hfld better clonr out of this country nt once

Tho absorbing topic here for the last few 


weeks has been the influx of negroes from 
tho South. They come hero from St. Louis 
by boat loads, and are landed on the shores 
of tho Missouri river at Wyondotte.the Kan. 
sos suburb of Kansas City, where they have 
remained so far, waiting for means to be 
provided to send them on into Kansas. A 
visit to theso camps and a chat with their 
dusky inhabitants are full of interest, and 
reveal many of the lights and shadows of 
the "colored voter" question. The depot 
at Wyandotte is built partly on a bluff, so 
that one side of it, next to the river, is 
supported upon a platform— a style of build- 
ing incomprehensible to one who has not 
visited Kansas City. Under this platform the 
"darkeys" have made themselves a sort of 
sheltor where they can crawl in to Bleep «t 
night. 
Here they have deposited their 


household goods, hung up their blankets 
ond_ stowed most of their smallest "picka- 
ninies;" ond such a conglomeration of old 
clothes and parti-colored humanity it would 
be hard to find elsewhere. They seem to 
have brought with them every rag and 
patch which they ever owned, and here thoy 
flutter and Wave as if conscious that they 
hod at last found an atmosphere in which 
they woro free to wave as long as there was 
a thread left. 
Further down on the bank 


of the river tho people, are gathered in little 
groups, each having for its center a tiny 
fire of dry sticks, and offering many a 
glimpse of the picturesque, as well as many 
touches of humor, to the appreciative eye. 


They did not seem to be nt nil downcast by 


their misfortunes or future prospects how- 
ever. Everywhere, tho sentiment expressed 
was, that people had been very kind, and 
that, as soon as thoy hnd a chance, they 
would show their appreciation for the aid 
they received.
